1  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 

the  Health  Department  and  Hospitals  during  the  year 
1921. 

_  Tlle  Ministry  of  Health  have  intimated  that  from  the 
point  of  economy  they  will  not  require  a  full  report  each 
year,  but  only  once  in  five  years  and  I  have  therefore 
curtailed  very  considerably  my  Report  for  this  year.  Next 
year  ends  one  of  the  Quinquenial  periods  since  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  appointed,  and  will  be  a  convenient 
year  in  which  to  compile  a  complete  Report.  The  Tables 
which  <u  e  pi  in  ted  are  those  necessary  for  preserving  a 
Statistical  Record  of  the  various  matters  relating  to 
1  ublic  Health  in  the  Borough.  Statistics  have  recently 
been  compiled  for  a  number  of  Towns  of  a  similar  character 
to  Oldham  showing  the  cost  per  bead  of  the  Population  for 
1  ublic  Health  work  and  it  will  interest  most,  though 
whether  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  is  a  matter  of 
opinion  to  know  that  with  one  exception  of  these  Towns 
Oldham  spends  on  Public  Health  work  the  smallest 
amount.  The  amount  per  head  for  Health,  Hospitals, 
•Tuberculosis,  Child  Welfare,  and  the  School  Medical 
Service  being  4s.  8d.  per  annum. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  and  also  to  the 
members  of  my  staff  for  their  ready  and  loyal  assistance.

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POPULATION 

The  Census  which  is  usually  taken  about  tl io  end  of 
March  was  last  year  taken  at  the  end  of  June,  the  actual 
result  showed  a  Population  of  145,001  persons,  being  a 
decrease  from  the  census  Population  in  1911  of  2,494. 


The  Census  was  taken  at  a  time  when  there  was  little 
doing  in  trade  and  when  many  people  were  away  at 
various  Health  Resorts,  and  was  to  all  appearances  an 
incorrect  figure  of  the  true  Population.  This  has  since 
been  adjusted,  and  the  Population  is  now  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  be  148,300  for  the  year  1921. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS.  . 

Owing  to  disputes  in  various  Industries  and  the  had 
state  of  trade  which  existed  in  the  Borough  there  has 

•JC 

been  a  great  deal  of  unemployment  and  probable  penury 
among  the  working  class  population,  and  this  was  much 
intensified  by  the  high  cost  of  living. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  an  ample  supply  of  Water  during  the 
year,  and  at  no  period  was  it  necessary  to  curtail  the 
supply,  though  the  necessity  for  arranging  for  additional 
supplies  for  future  years  has  been  a  source  of  anxiety  and 
consideration  by  the  Waterworks  Committee. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  the  quality. 

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

At  the  Sewage  Works  a  considerable  amount  of  work 

o 

has  been  done  in  renewing,  improving  and  reconstructing 
the  older  Filter  Beds,  many  of  which  had  got  into  a  very 
bad  condition  owing  to  prolonged  useage,  some  of  them 
having  been  in  use  since  the  year  1898,  and  were  practically 
silted  up. 
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The  difficulty  of  obtaining  Coal  during  the  Coal  Strike 
and  the  excessive  high  price  necessited  the  stoppage  of  the 
Grossman  Plant  for  drying  the  Sludge,  and  the  difficulty 
of  disposing  of  the  Sludge  has  thus  been  intensified. 

A  arious  measures  for  dealing  with  the  settled  Sludge 
have  been  under  consideration,  but  so  far  no  decision  has 
been  arrived  at. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  materials  and  labour  the 
work  of  providing  additional  Closets  has  been  practically 
in  abeyance,  onlv  1  5  additional  ones  being  added. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  substitution  of  Ash- 
cans  for  Ashpits,  only  35  Ashpits  being  demolished.  The 
removal  of  the  Ashpits  is  in  my  opinion  a  matter  which 
ought  to  be  proceeded  with  without  delay. 

I  attribute  the  lowered  death  rates  in  the  more 
congested  districts  largely  to  the  removal  of  these  nuisances. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Police,  and  regularly  inspected  by  a  Special  Member 
of  the  Force. 

The  Houses  let  as  Lodgings  and  Furnished  Rooms, are 

Ci  o 

all  inspected  monthly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
those  which  are  not  likely  to  be  kept  in  a  good  condition 
are  visited  two  or  three  times  a  month.  I  am  strongly  of 
opinion  that  these  premises  should  not  be  allowed  to  be 
used  as  such  until  duly  registered  and  power  should  be 
obtainable  to  remove  unsuitable  premises  from  the  Register. 
This  power  is  available  in  the  case  of  accommodation  for 
Cows  and  one  would  think  that  human  beings  should  at 
the  least  have  the  same  consideration. 


A  considerable  business,  and  incident] y  profit,  in 
certain  districts  of  the  town  is  being  carried  on  by  renting 
the  poorer  cottages  at  5/-  or  6/-  a  week,  putting  a  bed,  a 
(aide  and  a  chair  or  two  of  a  minimum  quality  in  each 
room  and  then  letting  them  as  furnished  rooms  at  from  5/- 
t o  10/-  or  even  15/-  per  room  per  week.  The  rent  is  paid 
weekly,  in  advance,  and  if  not  forthcoming  in  most 
instances  the  tenant  is  ejected.

HOUSING. 

There  is  still  a  very  great  demand  for  houses  ;  very 
many  families  joining  at  a  house  who  would  much  prefer  a 
house  of  their  own,  if  obtainable.  Only  29  houses  were 
completed  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 


The  complete  Inspection  of  Houses  is  gradually  being 
proceeded  with.  The  number  thus  inspected  during  the 
year  being  6, 1.6 4. 

Though  a  number  of  Houses  are  known  to  be  unsuit¬ 
able  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  repairs,  no  measures 
were  taken  during  the  year  to  close  them,  as  the  tenants 
if  removed  would  find  it  almost  impossible  to  obtain 
another  house,  and  it  was  considered  that  even  a  defective 
roof  was  better  than  none  at  all.

Five  houses  were  voluntarily  closed  in  order  to  provide 
a  dining  room  at  one  of  the  Mills. 


The  better  class  houses  are  slowly  improving  in  appear¬ 
ance  due  to  the  long  delayed  cost  of  paint.

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STAFF  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Staff  shows  very  little  alteration  from  ]>re  war 
conditions,  and  besides  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
consists  of  the  Chief  Inspector  who  is  also  Food  Inspector, 
an  Assistant  Food  Inspector,  and  six  District  Inspectors. 
The  Office  Staff  consist  of  a  Chief  Clerk,  four  Assistant 
Clerks  and  a  Typist. 


In  the  Tuberculosis  Department  there  is  an  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  one  Clerk,  and  one  Nurse,  while  the 
Secretary  of  the  National  Insurance  Committee  was 
appointed  as  Advisory  Secretary  with  regard  to  the 
Finances.

In  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Department 
there  is  a  Medical  Officer  giving  half-time  to  this  work, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Hospitals,  a  Superintendent 
Nurse  and  Assistant  for  the  centre  and  six  Health 
Visitors. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1921. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  oe  Health. 


Sir. — I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
of  the  work  done  by  your  staff  of  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 


Contagious  Diseases. — There  were  four  cases  of 
Parasitic  Mange  during  the  year,  all  being  reported  by  the 
owner  of  the  Animal. 


Food  Inspection.  —  Ihe  visits  to  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  deposited  for  sale  numbered  1.4,446.  In  the 
previous  jear  13,610  were  paid.  As  a  result  of  these 
visits  over  1 0  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound  food  were 

destroyed  the  whole  of  which  was  surrendered  by  the 
owner. 


During  the  year  51  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  Animals 
were  reported,  in  addition  44  cases  were  found,  making  a 

total  of  95  cases.  Of  these,  45  cases  occurred  in  cattle  and 
50  in  swine. 


Slaughter  Houses. — Me  began  the  year  with  40 
Slaughter  Houses  on  the  register,  none  were  lapsed  or 
newly  licensed  during  the  year. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds,— These  have  only  been  visited 
once  eftich  during  the  year  owing  to  a  constant  attention 

having  to  be  paid  to  the  meat  supply,  particularly  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year. 


Samples  of  Food  and  Drugs.— During  the  year  126 
samples  were  obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  eight  samples  were  purchased  informally,  a  total  of 

134  samples,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Borough 
Analyst. 
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Smoko  Inspection. — During  the  year  1 ,360  observa 
tions  were  made.  In  two  cases  the  limit  was  exceeded, 
and  in  six  cases  the  limit  was  approached.  The  cases 
where  the  limit  had  been  exceeded  were  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — In  one 
case  the  offender  was  cautioned  ;  and  in  the  other  case 
Magisterial  proceedings  were  ordered. 

Inspection  of  Nuisances. — During  the  year  3,344 
notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In 
connection  with  these  nuisances  16,037  re-visits  were  paid 
during  the  }rear. 

Demolition  of  Ashpits  —During  the  year  35  Aspits 
have  been  demolished  and  80  dustbins  substituted.  Owing 
to  the  very  high  price  of  materials,  this  work  has  been  held 
in  abeyance,  except  where  the  ashpits  were  defective,  or 
an  owner  desirous  of  making  the  conversion. 

Closet  Accomodation. — The  provision  of  additional 
closets  for  houses  insufficiently  provided  for  has  been  held 
in  abeyance  owing  to  the  prevailing  high  prices.  Six 
additional  closets  were  voluntarily  provided  during  the 
year.  "Three  additional  closets  were  provided  for 
workshops. 

House  Inspection. — During  the  year  6,164  houses 
were  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Act.  A  notice 
to  cleanse  was  served  on  88  occupiers  ;  85  notices  were 
complied  with  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of 
houses  found  defective  amounted  to  703  ;  of  these  537 
were  repaired  during  the  year.  Nineteen  notices  were 
served  for  overcrowding,  16  of  which  were  complied  with 
before  the  end  of  the  year.

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Houses-Letin-Lodgings. — During  the  year  9,20^ 
visits  were  paid,  resulting  in  87  notices  to  cleanse,  92!. 
notices  for  repairs,  three  notices  for  overcrowding,  and  two 
notices  for  the  separation  of  sexes  ;  a  total  of  184  notices. 
Of  these  139  notices  were  complied  with  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Infectious  Diseases. — The  number  of  visits  paid 
amounted  to  1,155,  an  increase  of  71  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  In  addition,  48  visits  were  paid  to  cases 
of  Consumption  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for 
disinfection.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Statistics  with  regard  to  the  smoke  observations  will 
be  found  in  a  later  Table 


The  high  cost  of  Coal,  causing  less  to  be  wasted  in  the 
form  of  smoke  either  from  Mills  or  from  House  chimneys  and 
the  stoppage  of  many  of  the  Mills,  though  very  much  to  be 
regretted  on  financial  and  social  grounds,  had  a  very  marked 
effect  on  the  Oldham  atmosphere.  The  clearness,  brilli¬ 
ancy,  and  bracing  quality  of  the  air — when  these  conditions 
existed,  ought  to  convince  most  persons  of  the  detrimental 
effect  of  a  smoky  atmosphere.

In  addition  to  the  above  list  there  were  15  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea,  and  41  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza. 
Thirteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  Syphilis. 

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases  is 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  and  every .  case  except 
influenza  and  Syphilis  are  visited  and  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation  by  a  member  of  the  staff  until  recovery  and 
disinfection  has  taken  place.  The  number  of  notifications 
of  Scarlet  Fever  was  nearly  double  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  mildness  of  the  majority  of  the  cases  as 
indicated  by  the  low  percentage  of  deaths/only  1*24  per 
cent,  is  probably  one  cause  of  the  increased  number. 
Several  cases  were  not  discovered  until  a  secondary  case 
occurred  in  the  family  affected. 


.  o««i»  «*.- 
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There  were  however  fewer  cases  of  Diphtheria  than  inn 
the  previous  year,  10G  with  nine  deaths,  compared  withn 
152  cases  and  15  deaths  in  the  year  1920.  Though  a  larger 
number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  or  discovered 
there  were  only  15G  deaths  compared  with  196  in  1920,, 
indicating  that  the'  disease  was  being  notified  in  am 
earlier  stage. 


SMALLPOX. 

There  were  four  cases  notified  during  the  year.  One 
case  occurred  in  January.  There  had  been  four  cases  in 
another  part  of  the  town  in  the  preceeding  December, 
and  there  were  cases  at  Middleton  during  the  same  period, 
but  no  connection  could  be  traced.  He  had  never  been 
vaccinated.  The  three  other  cases  were  in  one  house  in 
November  and  December.  The  first  case  was  a  woman, 
aged  49,  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy.  The  source 

O  J  J 

of  the  infection  could  not  be  traced,  she  worked  in  the 
Card  Room  of  a  Cotton  Mill.  The  two  subsequent  cases 
were  her  mother,  aged  69,  also  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and 
her  daughter,  aged  23,  who  had  never  been  vaccinated. 
The  only  other  inmate  of  the  house  was  a  man,  aged  24, 
wdio  had  been  vaccinated  in  the  Army.  Though  he  was 
the  husband  of  the  young  woman  he  did  not  contract  the 
disease. 


c  ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Ten  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  three  deaths. 
One  of  the  so  called  cases  was  a  Tubercular  patient  in 
Westhuhne  Hospital.  From  later  symptoms  it  was  probably 
Military  Tuberculosis. 

j 

Three  other  cases  were  removed  from  the  Oldham 
Union,  and  one  case  came  from  nn  outside  district. 
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One  of  the  fatal  cases  was,  I  regret  to  say,  a  proba¬ 
tioner  Nurse  who  probably  contracted  the  disease  in  the 
.Hospital.  I  believe  this  is  the  third  Nurse  who  has  con- 
ti acted  the  disease  m  Hospital  during  the  past  25  years, 
and  the  first  which  has  terminated  fatally. 

The  other  four  cases  were  isolated  and  not  apparently 
connected. 

Light  out  of  the  10  cases  were  removed  to  Westhulme 
Hospital. 

No  special  features  occured  in  connection  with  the 
other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

1  he  working  of  the  Scheme  in  connection  with  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  and 
the  following  statistical  summary  indicates  the  number  of 
persons  treated  there. 

One  of  the  Assistant  Surgeons  is  the  V.  D.  Officer,  and 
is  assisted  by  the  other  three  Assistant  Surgeons.  Patients 
can  attend  without  recomends  at  the  afternoon  out  patient 
Department,  and  there  is  an  evening  clinic  for  men. 


There  is  a  free  ablution  lavatory  at  this  institution,  but 
it  is  only  open  at  certain  hours  or  on  request,  which  pre¬ 
vents  full  use  being  made  of  it.

GENERAL  DISEASES, 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  a  slightly  larger 
number  of  deaths  were  attributed  to  both  Heart  Disease  and 
Bronchitis  while  the  number  from  Pneumonia  .  remains 
almost  exactly  the  same. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  show  a  slight  decrease,  T52 
instead  of  169.  There  were  a  larger  number  of  deaths  in 
Children  from  Premature  Birth  and  from  Whooping 
Cough.  Thirty-three  out  of  thirty-four  deaths  from  the 
latter  disease  were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  general  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  lias  continued 
during  the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 
Though  the  Municipal  Authority  in  May  took  over  the 
treatment  of  Soldiers  and  Insured  Persons  from  the 
Insurance  Committee  there  was  no  break  in  the  work. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was  appointed 
as  an  Advisory  Secretary  and  one  of  the  clerks  who  had 
dealt  mainly  with  the  Sanatorium  work  was  taken  over  on 
the  Health  Staff  .to  continue  the  work,  and  an  office  was 
provided  on  the  Health  Office  premises.  When  Dr. 
Whitehead  was  appoined  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
Wigan  in  June,  Dr.  Paul  was  appointed  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer.

Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. 


During  the  year  there  have  been  practically  no  alterations 
in  this  work  from  that  outlined  in  last  year’s  Report, 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  the  Geddes’  Report  no 
curtailment  of  Infant  Welfare  work  was  advised,  but 
while  approving  of  the  economical  working,  suggested  that 
with  reduced  prices  an  extension  of  this  work  might  be 
hoped  for. 

It  is  now  generally  acknowledged  that  this  work  is 
costing  less  in  proportion  to  the  beneficial  results  obtained 
than  any  other  branch  of  Public  Health  work.  It  is 
almost  entirely  preventive  work,  not  only  preventing 
deaths  but  preventing  illness,  deformities  and  cripples,  and 
raising  the  standard  of  child  life  in  every  respect. 


The  applications  for  free  milk  supplies  to  Infants  has 
increased  owing  to  unemployment  from  one  cause  or 
another,  but  the  applications  have  not  been  numerous,  and 
every  case  is  carefully  enquired  into  before  a  supply  is 
granted. 

The  total  cost  of  the  free  milk  supply  during  the  financial 
year  was  cf443  15s.  lOd.

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The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  over  the 
previous  year  from  105  to  109  per  1,000  feirths.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  though  the  Summer  was  at  times 
excessively  hot  there  were  comparatively  few  deaths  from 
Diarrhoeal  Diseases.  In  the  excessive  hot  Summer  of  1911 
there  were  260  deaths  from  Diarrhoea.  In  1921  there 
were  only  1  3. 

Out  of  3,136  Births,  2,331  were  notified  by  Midwives 
and  668  by  Parents  or  Doctors,  leaving  137  which  were 
not  notified.  200  Stillbirths  were  also  notified — a  great 
waste  of  infant  life. 


The  number  of  Legitimate  Births  was  2,946  and  of 
Illegitimate  190.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  among  the 
former  was  106  and  among  the  latter  152  per  1,000  births.

Midwives  practising  in  the  town,  26  trained  and  12 
untrained.  Five  of  the  latter  have  almost  ceased  to 
practice.  238  visits  of  Inspection  were  paid  during  the 
year.  T1  le  fees  charged  by  the  Midwives  vary  from  25 L 
to  35/-.  The  Maternity  Grant  has  led  to  the  fee  beino’ 
nearly  doubled. 
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The  Infant  Clinic. — During  the  year  upwards  of  2,000 1 
children  have  been  brought  to  the  Clinic  for  one  reason  or’ 
another.  About  half  of  these  came  for  advice  only  and! 
were  passed  on  where  treatment  was  required  to  their  owm 
Medica1  Attendant  or  to  the  Infirmary. 

The  remainder  were  Infants  with  sores  or  slight; 
ailments '  which  only  required  proper  dressing  or  cleansing. 
Several  cases  have  been  sent  by  Doctors  to  have  the  sores; 
dressed. 

About  150  cases  of  Rickets  were  brought  for  advice. 
The  mothers  were  shown  how  to  massage  the  limbs  and 
put  in  the  way  of  obtaining  the  necessary  treatment.

The  new  nurses’  home  lias  been  In 
progress  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
has  been  completed  and  occupied. 

This  has  been  a  long  felt  want,  and  now  supplies 
comfortable  accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff,  and  allows, 
considerable  additional  accommodation  for  the  domestic 
staff.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 

Owing  to  the  uncertain  estimates  of  the  population  of 
the  Borough,  and  more  especially  of  the  wards,  the  general 
Statistics  are  not  of  much  value. 

The  Census  being  taken  in  June  will  however  aefain 
give  an  opportunity  of  calculating  correctly  the  various 
figures,  when  the  details  are  available.  The  population  of 
the  town,  according  to  the  Census,  showed  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  population  of  the  Borough,  compared  with 
the  19  L 1  Census,  but  this  was  adjusted  later  to  148,300 
compared  with  147.495  in  191 1. 

The  •  Census  being  taken  at  the  end  of  June,  when, 
owing  to  the  bad  state  or  trade  arid  to  unemployment,  a  large 
number  of  persons  were  away  from  the  town,  was  probably 
the  chief  cause  of  the  apparant  decrease. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  births  have 
decreased  by  240,  and  the  deaths  have  increased  by  48. 

The  natural  increase  of  .the  population  (births  over 
deaths)  during  the  year  was  958.
